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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant has amended the "computer readable medium" in independent claims 64 and 65 to no longer 
comprise a "storage medium". This raises new issues that would require further consideration and/or search, as these claims may no 
longer be statutory. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues support for "amplifying information of the first information page" can be found at paragraph [0033] (refererring to the 
publication of the application, US Pat. Pub. No. 2002/0059223 A1). Applicant also argues that support for a locator based condition 
"abstracting a plurality of locators of a plurality of locations having information that amplifies the information of the first information page" 
can be found in Fig. 3b of the specification. Examiner acknowledges to comply with the written description requirement, claim limitations 
need not be described literally, nevertheless examiner submits applicants usage of the term "amplifying" in the claims is not consistent 
with applicants specification, and therefore the specification, even in the passages suggested by applicant, does not reasonably convey to 
one of ordinary skill that Applicants were in possesion of the claimed subject matter as of the filling date. Examiner submits since no 
apparent description was found in applicants disclosure for "applifying information", examiner used the standard definition which is to 
"make the information larger than it Is". This provoked the new grounds of rejection presented in the previous action. Examiner thus 
maintains the 1 12 1st rejections presented in the previous action were proper. Also, for the same reasons, the 103 rejections presented in 
the previous action were proper and are sustained. Applicant is requested to review the prior art of record for further consideration.
